1. In the sprfc;£ and early summer of 19bli the OSS office In 
fiari, Italy was making every effort to penetrate for intelligence 
purposes Austria and, particularly, Hungary. At that time I was 
Intelligence Officer and Chief, SI at Bari and, os such, had general 
supervision over intelligence operations. 

2* In connection with our desire to obtain Hungarian experts 
and possible penetration agents for Hungary, I called on Baron Apor, 
Hungarian minister to the Vatican, about the middle of June 19 Ui* 

Baron Apor is a very distinguished and patriotic Hungarian, whose 
brother was the Catholic Primate in Hungary. There was and is no 
question about Baron Apor's pro-Allied sentiments. He suggested that 
the former Prc3s Attache of the Hungarian Legation at the Vatican, 

Ur. Zeolt Aradi, might perform valuable services far OSS, as 34 r. Aradi 
had edited liberal Catholic newspapers and magazines for Hungary and 
was very close to high. Catholic dignitaries in the Vatican as well as 
in Hungary. Before recruitii^ Ur. Aradi, I called upon Mr. Byron 
fiQrlor, the President’s representative to the Pope, and inquired as 
to hie opinion of Baron Apor. Mr. Taylor informed me that he had 
known Aradi for mazy years and bad no doubt whatever as to his 
integrity and pro-Hertera Allied sentiments. Mr. Taylor said that 
we could nave complete confidence in anybody suggested by Baron Apor 
for service with OSS. I thereupon mployed Ur. Aradi and he caae to 
Bari about the first of July 19uli to work in the Hungarian section of 
SI. Than the intelligence sections of OSS/Bari were transferred to 
Caserta in October l?Uh I fr. Aradi was likewise transferred to Caserta. 
He worked under the direction of Lt. Col* Howard M. Chapin. 

3. Then Col* Chapin was transferred to Salzburg Mr. Aradi 
accompanied him, and It Is my belief that Ur. Aradi is still connected 
with t£>a offices at Vienna and Salzburg. 

U. Ur* Aradi prepared a series of reports on Hungary and on 
the Catholic Church which I believe were vety useful. He la well sad 
favorably known to many ...important persons in the Catholic hie rarc hy 
and has been able to Obtain valuable' information. 
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£. There is no question in mind concerning the integrity 
and loyalty of Ur. Aradi to our organisation. He is a highly intelli- 
gent and effective worker and he merits every consideration. 
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
